In 19^, two hydroelectric power plants were built in Konstantlnovskiy 
Eayon, Moscow Oblast. Four steam-electric power plants vere reconstructed 
and equipped. Thirty- two kolkhozes were electrified, 17 electric thresh- 
ing point* were aet up, and 2,522 small transformer stations (eloktrotochka) 
were installed. 

Completion of the electrification of the remaining 72 villages In the 
rayon is scheduled for 19^9. A 15 -kilometer electric transmission line 
will be built between Xrasnozavodek and Konstantinovo. A substation with 
a capacity of 1,800 kilowatts will also be built.
